2. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

* 2.1. The document D1 discloses, see D1, pages 11-13 and figs. 1-6 (the references in 
parentheses applying to this document): 

A device (1) comprising: a housing having a central cavity formed 
therewithin; a sound-producing member (6) mounted within said cavity and 
adapted to produce a first audible signal upon the application of force to said 
sound-producing member (6); an actuator (5) provided on one face (3) of 
said housing, and adapted to transfer to the sound-producing member (6) a 
manual force applied to said actuator (5) and a whistle comprising a 
resonance chamber (9) formed integrally in the other face (2) of said 
housing, and a mouthpiece (13) in communication with said whistle 
resonance chamber (9). said whistle being adapted to produce a second 
audible signal upon blowing into the mouthpiece (13). Claim 1 . 

2.2. From the above it appears that all the technical features of claim 1 are known from 
this one document D1 at least by implication and therefore said claim lacks 
novelty. 
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3. Dependent claims 2 and 8 to 11 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the 
requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, see 
documents cited in the search report and their corresponding passages. 

4. The combination of the features of dependent claims 3-7 is neither known from, 
nor rendered obvious by, the available prior art. 
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
